PIPTEERIA 


No  cases  of  Piptheria  occurred  in  the  area  in  1951 
and  195S,  The  following  children  under  15  years  of  age 
received  immunisation  against  the  disease  in  1952:- 

S2  children,  aged  0-4  years  received  a full  primary 
course . 

2 children  received  a re-lnforcing  in^jection. 

To  maintain  freedom  fron  this  disease  it  is  essential 
that  75/3  of  the  infants  under  1 year  of  age  should  receive 
the  full  course  of  inoculations  from  their  family  Doctor 
or  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  held  on  alternate 
Wednesdays  at  Bethesda  Vestry,  Glanarxiinan.

Refuse  Tip __ 

Groe.ter  p.ttontion  should  bo  puid  to  tho  system  of  disposo.l 
on  the  Council's  0T7n  rofuso  tip  near  Rouadd  Farm,  un 
effort  should  bo  made  to  secure  a properly  "controlled 
tip"  as  recormnendod  'by  a Ministry  of  Health  circular. 

The  present  method  of  tippimg  is  unsightly,  constitutes 
a nuisance  v/ithin  the  mc'^.ning  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 

1936  and  is  a potential  danger  to  health. 

( b ) Trad e Re f u s e 

A"  s'chemo  lof  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  vas  adopted 
and  put  into  operation.  A charge  of  One  Pound  per  annum 
"(Yas  nicade  on  all  business  premises  v/ishing  to  avail 
themselves  of  this  service'.  During  1952  applications 
vere  received  from  8 business  premises,  and  the  refuse 
resulting  from  these  businesses  is  being  collected  regularly. 
It  is  hoped  that  more  premises  vzill  make  use  of  this  service. 


4 . nODERT  COUTHQL 


Effective  rodent  control  measures  were  taken  to 
reduce  tho  rat  population  and  to  minimise  the  risk  of 
disease  being  sprcrad  by  these  rodents.  Pood  premises 
rrero  given  special  attention. 

:.'any  food  poisoning  outbreaks  have  been  o.ttributed 
to  org-anisms  of  the  salmonella  group,  contained  in  rat 
droppings,  v/hich  have  been  in  contact  ’vith  foodstuffs. 
Only  by  continual  vigilance  and  treatment  can  this  menace 
to  hoo,lth  be  controlled.

Terminal  disinfection  of  premises  from  v;hich  cases 
of  infectious  disease  had  been  notified  v/ere  promptly  dealt 
"'■ith.  In  most  cases  the  premises  Y/ere  fumigated  with 
formaldehyde  and  the  occupiers  supplied  with  sufficient 
disinf ecta-nt  to  v/ash  out  the  room  or  rooms.  They  ?/cro 
advised  on  the  precautionary  mea.sures  to  be  adopted.

During  1952  there  were  105  families  on  the  Housing 
List.  All  these  cases  v/ere  investigated  in  accordance 
v/ith  the  requirements  of  the  "Points  Scheme".  Some 
of  the  rQ'ally  bad  cases  v/ere  rehoused  but  the  81  cases 
still  remaining  on  the  Housing  eiist  contained  families 
v;ho  v/erc  living  in  desperate  conditions. 


( b ) Individual  Unfit  Houses 


..ct'onwas  tcahen  against  owners  of  dv/elling  houses 
or  sections  of  dwelling  houses  which  v/ere  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  and  which  could  not  be  rendered  fit  in 
all  respects  p/t  a reasonable  cost.

In  the  ease  of  (5)  above  tho  owner  contravened  the 
terms  of  the  undertaking  and  the  Council  subsequently  made 
a Demolition  Order  on  the  premises.  An  appeal  v/as  made 
by  the  owner  to  the  County  Court,  whore  the  Judge  suspended 
tho  Demolition  Order  on  receiving  an  undertaking  from  the 
ovmer  that  he  would  complete  the  scheduled  works. 

In  (7)  above  the  difficulty  in  demolishing  a 
house  in  a terrace  v/as  brought  to  the  notice  of  tho  Council. 
This  particular  house  in  question  is  attached  on  both  sides 
to  sub-standard  houses,  v;hich  should  be  kept  vacant  v/hen 
the  present  tenants  are  rehoused.  Tho  Council  would  be 
then  well  advised  to  make  this  whole  site  comprising 
about  6 houses  into  a Clearance  Area  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  section  23  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936.

During  1952  tlio  I'^inistcr  of  Food  brought  out  a revised 
memorandum  on  the  inspection  of  meat,  which  ne  hoped 
v/ould  be  adopted  b^^-  every  Local  Authority.  All  home 
killed  meat  retailed  in  the  area  is  obtained  from  the 
Llandilo  Urban  District  Council  v^here  it  is  inspected 
prior  to  distribution.  However,  it  is  still  important 
that  meat  on  sale  should  be  inspected  when  necessary  in 
accordance  with  the  revised  memorandum.

noutine  sampling  of  milk  Y/as  carried  out  and  vendors 
vrcTC  constantly  supervised  whilst  delivering  milk  to 
ascertain  that  no  contamination  of  the  supplies  Y/as  taking 
place.  There  wore  12  retailers  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  1952.  A number  of  the  retailers  are  now  only 
selling  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Pasteurised  milk  in  bottles. 
Rav;,  ungraded  milk  is  still  being  retailed  direct  from 
the  churn,  and  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  samples  taken 
from  such  a- source  were  generally  of  an  excellent  standard. 
The  days  of  this  method,  hoY/ever,  are  numbered,  and  within 
the  next  fcY;  years  the  churn  in  the  hands  of  the  vendor 
Y^ill  disappear  altogether.  Legislation  demands  that  all 
milk  be  retailed  in  properly  capped  bottles,  that  it  must 
be  a Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  or  that  it  must  have 
undergone  some  form  of  heat  treatment.

Host  retailers  ha-ve  noY/  finished  manufacturing 
their  own  ico-erea,m,  due  to  the  high  cost  of  equipment 
required  to  comply  with  the  Heat  Treatment  Regulations, 
1947,  and  have  turned  to  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice- 
cream. There  are  only  two  manufacturers  of  ice-cream 
in  the  area  and  their  plant  and  preparation  rooms  are 
periodically  inspected. 

Tnc  results  of  the  samples  taken  have  not  been 
good  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  impress  both  on 
manufacturers  and  retailers  the  need  for  exercising 
greater  attention  to  the  hygienic  aspect  of  manufacturing, 
storing  and  handling.
